Dec. 16-18. According to Stapezynski, the two 
were punished for violating the Independent 
Employees Agreement by failing to obey a 
directive; for inefficient or incompetent per- 
formance of duties; and for the attempted use

Fresh from a week at baseball 
fantasy camp Andover’s Steve 
Knapp has one bit of pitching 
advice: “If you’re almost 40 years 
old, don’t pitch four out of five 
(games a week). 

He speaks from experience. 
Knapp is one of two Andover 
men who attended the Yaz Fan- 
tasy Camp last week in Ft. Mey- 
ers, Florida, where teams of 
campers over 30 play baseball on 
teams coached and managed by 
ex-Red Sox players and hall of 
famers, Carl Yastrzemski, 
Brooks’ Robinson, Gaylord 
Perry, and former manager Dick 
Williams, ex-Sox including Bill 
Lee, Lee Stange, Ferguson Jenk- 
ins, Walt Dropo, Luis Tiant and 
Butch Hobson, and ex-Twin and 
Senator first baseman Harmon 
Killebrew. 

Both Knapp and Keith David- 
son received the trip to adult 
baseball camp as a gift. 

For Davidson, it was an early 
birthday gift from his brother, 
who also attended last week. 

“That was really the best, to 
have someone to share it with,” 
Davidson says of the trip with 
his brother, who now lives in 
Virginia. 

Davidson added that one of 
his fondest moments at camp 
was when his brother was fined 
in kangaroo court for leaving his 
post at shortstop to go take a pic- 


ture of his brother as he was 
catching.

production will be in final rehearsal 
in the Collins Center all that week. 

Hansen said if the meeting were 
pushed a week later, the Collins Cen- 
ter would be available, and since it is 
cheaper to run the meeting there, and 
much more comfortable, the board 
might prefer that.

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Veillieux sentenced to q

Heartfelt pleas from family 
members of the late Peter Afarian 
late last week were not enough to 
keep his friend Jason Veillieux 
out of jail. 

Veillieux, 20, of 197 High St., 
Apt. 18, began serving a year at the 
Essex County Jail and House of 
Correction in “ne 
Middleton 
after he was 
sentenced 
last Thurs- 
day in Salem, 
Mass., Supe- 
rior Court by 
Judge 
Howard 
Whitehead. 

Veillieux 
pleaded 
guilty to 
vehicular homicide while driving 
drunk, reckless driving and being 
a minor in possession of alcohol, 
in connection with the car crash 
that killed his close friend and 
Andover High School classmate 
Afarian. 

The two, along with two other 
friends, were returning from a 
Steve Miller Band concert at Great 
Woods in Mansfield, when the 
crash occurred at 12:45 am. on 
Sunday, July 29, 1996. 

Veillieux, 18 at the time of the 
accident, was speeding and admit- 
ted to police that he had been 
drinking and fell asleep at the 
wheel. 

Veillieux’s attorney, Frederick 
M. Fairburn, was unable to con- 
vince the prosecutor, Assistant 
DA Robert Brennan, to reduce the 
charge to simple vehicular homi- 
cide, without the drunk driving 
charge, which would then have 
spared Veillieux from a mandato- 
ry jail sentence. 

The mandatory sentence also 
means Veillieux will have to serve 
the entire year, with no time 
reduced for good behavior, or part

Once again, employees of Digital 
Equipment Corp.’s Andover facility 
will be working for the second- 
largest computer company in the 
world. 

But it is not quite the same as in 
the early 1980s, when Digital rode the 
minicomputer boom to become sec-

computers or components, 

The deal, which would make Digi- 
tal a wholly-owned subsidiary of 
Compagq, still has to be approved by 
stockholders and federal anti-trust 
regulators, but stockholders are not 
expected to object. 

While the value of their shares is 
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nowhere near the $200 heights 
reached in 1987, the deal is expected 
to yield about $57.40 per share, up 
from a low of 25 last April. 

The combined revenues of Com- 
paq and Digital were $37.5 billion last 
year, just ahead of Hewlett-Packard 
Co. at $35 billion, but still less than 
half those of IBM, at $78.5 billion.

Time now to 
plan ahead 


It was late Monday evening, toward 
the end of a somewhat detailed presenta- 
tion on three major town building pro- 
jects: a new senior center, the expanded 
public safety center and the proposed 
new middle school, when the talk finally 
turned to money. 

“Can we swing it?” asked Selectman 
Larry Larsen. 

Well, admitted Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski, it would indeed be a “chal- 
lenge,” but that’s what municipal gov- 
ernment is all about — meeting chal- 
lenges to provide services. 

That’s an upbeat, even courageous atti- 
tude. It comes out of the “Don’t tell me 
why you can’t, tell me how you can” play 
book. It’s also encouraging. Our leaders 
shouldn’t have a defeatist attitude. 

But there is a need to balance dreams 
and visions with realism. And local resi- 
dents would do themselves a large favor 
if they take Larsen’s question seriously. 

One way to do that is to make it a point 
to become well informed about the pro- 
posals on this year’s Annual Town Meet- 
ing warrant, which closed this week. 

At present, there are more than 100 
articles on the warrant, ranging from the 
personal (“Please make my street a pub- 
lic way.”) to the punitive (a ban on Silly 
String) to the pricey (sewer improve- 
ments). 

And at present, it would appear that 
the economy is robust enough, and 
Andover’s fiscal health is good enough to 
take those pricey projects on. 

But, as some local officials noted this 
week, there are some fiscal storm clouds 
on the horizon, even if the economy does- 
n’t crash. 

Sometime — not terribly soon, but 
within a generation — Andover wil] be at 
maximum development. Unless the town 
yields some open space, there will] be 
essentially no more room for residential 
or commercial development. 

And at that point, residents will have a 
choice: hike their taxes each year just to 
maintain what exists, or cut services. It 
will be difficult, if not impossible, to sus- 
tain budget increases of 6 percent or 
more, as has been the case in the past sev- 
eral years. 

People frequently complain that 
nobody thinks more than a couple of 
years ahead, when making decisions. 

Here’s your chance to change that.

When I begin a column like this 
one, I think of people who don’t do 
death. I mean, it’s a taboo subject for 
some people. For me, it’s a necessary 
subject, just as cancer is. My theory is 
if we talk about these difficult sub- 
jects, we'll find it easier to deal with 
them. 

In fact, I believe one of my jobs, 
since having cancer and perhaps hav- 
ing faced death more than some peo- 
ple (certainly not all), is to help myself 
as well as others be better prepared 
for death. And being better prepared 
for death means, in addition to many 
things, to simplify one’s life enough 
before death, to slow it down in order 
to live, to appreciate, to feel, to 
breathe in life, and to love. And 
because none of us knows when 
he/she will die, this preparation is 
pertinent to us all. 

My friend Eileen Spingler died 
recently. She was 51 and had liver 


cancer. She and a friend came to see 
me more than a year ago, soon after 
she was diagnosed. I’m not sure what 
they were looking for, but I was glad 
to be with the two of them, for I 
always learn something, usually 
something extraordinary, from some- 
one who may be closer to dying than I. 

Eileen’s funeral was a true celebra- 
tion of life. It was a Catholic folk 
Mass, the kind where the congrega- 
tion participates. We sang and we lis- 
tened to Eileen’s sister, her best 
friend and an extraordinary woman 
named Paula D’Arcy talk about 
Eileen. 

“I probably knew Eileen the short- 
est of anyone here this morning,” 
Paula D’Arcy began her eulogy. By 
the end of her life-giving talk (and she 
spoke with no notes, all from the 
heart), I was betting that with the 
exception of Eileen’s husband, Bob, 
and her son, Derek, as well as other 
family members, Paula D’Arcy knew 
Eileen Spingler better than most of us 
in that church. 

D’Arcy wrote a book called The 
Gift of the Red Bird/A Spiritual 
Encounter (1997, The Crossroad Pub- 
lishing Company, New York). She 
wrote it after being in a car crash with 
her husband and her daughter, both 
of whom died. 

I learned that Eileen had read that 
book, and she loved it. When she

understood that the end of her life was 
near, Eileen decided she wanted — 
that she needed — to meet Paula D’Ar- 
cy. So she phoned a complete stranger 
and asked if she’d come talk with her. 

At Eileen’s funeral, D’Arcy said 
Eileen first asked, “What do you do 
when your life isn’t going the way you 
want it to? How do you face that?” 

And then Eileen asked her new 
friend to help her learn how to sit 
with the fear, and to face her death. 

Now, since reading Gift of the Red 
Bird, I understand more about Paula 
D’Arcy’s beliefs and her spirituality. 
She shares her own spiritual journey 
and her climb from depression into a 
new life. Paula D’Arcy has thought a 
lot about life, and therefore, about 
death. 

I have too. And the more I confront 
it, the more I am living. And the more 
I am living, the more I am loving. And 
the more I am loving, the more com- 
plete I am. 

It sounds to me as if Eileen’s life 
was nearly complete when she died. 
Her husband tells me she fought 
death, that she hung on longer than 
anyone thought she would, and I’m 
betting that was because she loved life, 
she was still learning, and she didn’t 
want her journey to end. And really 
when you think about it, her journey 
isn’t over. Even in death.

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Don’t jump on the 
Woburn T bandwagon 


Editor, Townsman: 

Before our town manager jumps on 
the bandwagon of the proposed mega-T- 
Station in Woburn as a solution to the 
burgeoning parking woes of Andover’s 
commuter rail passengers (as reported 
in the Boston Globe Northwest Week- 
ly), let’s consider a more realistic solu- 
tion. 

The quote of Stapczynski endorsing 
the Woburn station as an option that 
would attract and serve Andover pas- 
sengers was received with some sar- 
donic mirth among the traveling mass- 
es on the morning express train. (That 
would be the one that overflows even 
the illegal spaces in the lot by 7:10 a.m.) 

The consensus of this beleaguered 
group is clear: It would be hard to pin- 
point a critical mass of commuters who 
would be willing to add another layer of 
complication to their day. 

Who’s eager to drive a serious dis- 
tance on Route 93, then ride a serious 
distance on commuter rail? Most of us 
think a good dose of one or the other is 
quite enough, thank you. 

Instead of seeing Woburn as an 
answer for us, which it realistically 
wouldn’t be (except for maybe a handful 
of intrepid West Andoverites), let’s look 
Closer to home. 

Putting the Shawsheen station stop 
back online, for example, could solve a 
number of problems. It would instantly 
siphon a flock of cars away from the 
main lot, it would offer a great walk-to- 
the-train option to many who live in the 
densely-populated Shawsheen neigh- 
borhood, and it would provide the mul- 
titude of folks who commute to Brick- 
stone with a public transportation 
option. 

Please, Mr. Stapczynski, let’s get 
behind a solution that better serves our 
whole town.

Charter school concept 
misguided, expensive 


Editor, Townsman: 

I wish to express my opposition to 
the Andover Classical Charter School 
specifically and to the charter school 
concept in general. 

As background, I am a clinical 
social worker, an employee of a public 
school system and a veteran of 26 years 
in education, including 14 years of 
teaching or administrating programs 
for special needs children. In addition 
to a master’s in social work, I hold two 
advanced degrees in education. 

In attending a recent hearing on 
proposed charter schools, Friday, Jan. 
16, at the Department of Education 
headquarters, I was impressed by sev- 
eral things. 

First was that with so much at stake 
and with so many public tax dollars to 
be spent, there has been little opportu- 


nity to inform the general public of the 
potential impact of this issue on local 
budgets, and local school systems. The 
Opportunities for discussion relating 
to this issue should be expanded so 
that sufficient consideration is given 
to an obviously important and sensi- 
tive issue. _ 

Local and citizen involvement has 
long been a strong tradition in Massa- 
chusetts. However, the process devel- 
oped by the commonwealth’s Depart- 
ment of Education for the establish- 
ment of the charter schools gives the 
appearance of carefully avoiding this 
tradition of an open, public process, in 
favor of special interest groups. 

Secondly, I was impressed by the 
extent to which charter schools seem 
to be driven by issues of class and 
wealth. This is brought home by the 
rhetoric relating to charter schools 
versus local public schools. 

It seems that charter schools repre- 
sent a wish for public school programs 
that will address the particular needs 
and specific demands held as impor- 
tant by a small, yet vocal, group of par- 
ents and community leaders. The ques- 
tion is, should we acquiesce to these 
wishes at the expense of all the other 
children served by public education? 

The treatise written by the Depart- 
ment of Education and available on 
their web site would lead one to believe 
that we should not worry about some 
of the more cogent questions raised. 
One such question is: Will all children 
who wish to go to the charter school be 
accepted? If you read the regulations 
the answer is yes, but one is compelled 
to question the authors’ grip on reality 
as the following questions are posed. 

What if the child’s parent is 
unaware of the charter school and is 
left out of the process? What if the 
child’s parents do not read the newspa- 
per because either they cannot read, or 
they cannot read English, or more 
importantly, they cannot afford a 
newspaper? As a clinical social worker 
who sees these issues in real life every 
day, I would say that the previous 
questions are at the core of the issue 
and although the spirit may be there to 
deal with them, reality is often a cruel 
teacher. 

Thirdly, the questions and answers 
listed by the Department of Education 
and posted on their web site at 
http://www.doe.mass.edu/cs.www/cs. 
qanda.html are self-serving and sub- 
jective. The lack of breadth the 
answers show on this web site suggest 
the Massachusetts public is either 
naive or ignorant, or both. Any high 
school student taught to read critically 
can see the web site answers present 
only one side of the charter school 
issue. 

Because of all of these reasons, these 
questions should be addressed direct- 
ly. 
There are many important ques- 
tions left unasked and more than one 
way to answer all questions. The Mass- 
achusetts Legislature has created a 


concept that addresses the frustration 


of a few to the detriment of many. The 
energy and resources devoted to this 
movement might be better realized in 
the end by focusing them on the system 
that already exists and by improving 
public education for all. A foundation 
of our democracy has been a free, pub- 
lic education for all. 

Countless programs, methods, and 
approaches toward educating our chil- 
dren have been tried, failed, or adopted 
by our public education system. People 
of means who have wished their chil- 
dren to be taught with a specific focus 
have paid for that privilege or have 
arranged for scholarship assistance. 

I do not believe there is one person 
who would say that our educational 
system is without fault or not in need 
of constant change and adaptation. I 
would say that our children are better 
off if we pool our resources. Knowl- 
edge, experience, commitment, ener- 
gy, time, creativity, and money — each 
is Necessary to give the best to our chil- 
dren. 

We need to work together to benefit 
all children, not the selected few who 
will attend charter schools. Perhaps 
the legislature should mandate that all 
communities establish a community- 
based charter school such as the 
Horace Mann Schools. In any case, 
more consideration must be given to 
this complicated issue in order that all 
who wish to may be heard. I believe 
close consideration will show that the 
charter school concept as currently 
conceived is a misguided and expen- 
sive alternative to improving and 
rebuilding the public education system 
that currently exists. 

My hope is that as the questions 
around this issue come to the attention 
of all, this issue will be adequately and 
publicly discussed so that the rights, 
expectations, hopes and dreams of all 
will be taken into consideration. The 
impulsive push toward charter schools 
must be seen for all that it is ... and all 
that it is not.

Where's Town Plan? 


Editor, Townsman: 

AS someone born in Andover 75 
years ago, I have seen lots of change in 
Andover. I’ve lived here my whole life, 
raising six children with two of them 
still living in the town. I’ve appreciat- 
ed the way the town has treated its vet- 
erans such as myself and my son 
Stephen, who passed away last year. I 
am proud of our town, but am deeply 
concerned where it is going. 

The Cross Street Middle School 
should be a matter of concern for all of 
us. In attending recent planning meet- 
ings, I’ve come away impressed with 
the dedication of our school staff, but 
amazed by how little understanding 
exists today of the total cost of this pro- 
ject. There are major road and sewer 
infrastructure issues involved that 
seem to be thought of as someone else’s 
problem. And the student population 


projections being used do not seem to 
jive with recent changes in town 
growth patterns, as only a little over 50 
houses were built in town last year. 

I believe we taxpayers should 
obtain the following information 
before another dollar is spent on this 
project: 

* Full accounting of capital and 
operating costs by both the schools 
and town for this new middle school; 

- Full accounting of costs, time 
delays and lessons learned from the 
high school addition project before 
another dollar is spent for a new build- 
ing; and 

* Space alternatives for our schools 
apart from a new middle school. 

Although a senior citizen, I am will- 
ing to support justified spending pro- 
grams for schools. Our children are 
our future and I still have two grand- 
children in our town schools. Howev- 
er, we did a darn good job educating 
grades 1 through 12 in one building 
many years ago, and I question 
whether gorgeous campus environ- 
ments like the Cross Street Middle 
School are necessary. In my mind, the 
Cross Street site is about 10 to 20 years 
late in being used for a school and we 
need to consider other alternatives. 

Our town is now starting to age. 
Many boomers will be joining me in 
the senior citizen category soon. If we 
want to be able to continue to live in 
our homes, what we pay in taxes is 
critical. Social Security and military 
pension inflation increases have been 
about 2 percent per year recently, and 
don’t promise to change in the future. 
Meanwhile, taxes go up at far higher 
rates. Approval of a senior citizen cen- 
ter is a minor matter compared to 
whether we can afford to maintain our 
homes or whether our children or 
grandchildren can ever afford to live 
in Andover. : 

And if school spending due to new 
construction isn’t troubling enough, 
there are a number of other major 
infrastructure and spending issues 
that will be facing our town over the 
very near future. Sewer construc- 
tion/reconstruction is pending for 
South Andover and a price figure over 
$20 million is quoted. Road construc- 
tion/reconstruction is critically 
important for all of us. And there 
appears to be a major increase in solid 
waste removal costs looming. 

With so much on the plate, I believe 
it is long overdue for the town to pre- 
sent a comprehensive five-year capital 
and operating plan for the schools and 
all town services at the upcoming 
town meeting to justify any increased 
spending. We cannot run this town 
any more based on warrants alone and 
a hodgepodge of spending proposals. 

As we used to say at Western Elec- 
tric, “without a plan, any road will 
lead you into problems” and “without 
any goals or measurements, how do 
you know who is accountable or when 
you’ve arrived?”

The operation has grown to the point 
where he is now overseeing a staff of more 
than 100 editors, reporters and lab analysts 
covering high-tech products, services and 
companies.

“They’re (Microsoft) backing off, as they 
should,” he says, adding that he thinks the 
company may have learned an important 
lesson. “You can’t treat the government

Let your 
daughter know how special she is. If your hus- 
band says he’s cold, offer to get his sweater. Ask 
your mother to watch the sunset with you. In 
church, put your arm around the person next 
to you who is sad. 

Love is healing. I am sure this is true. Eileen 
and Arthur are helping me heal. And they’re 
showing me how to live, as well as die. Life’s 
lessons are remarkable.

of political influence. 

Lawrence Casey, attorney for Buss and 
DePesa, says he finds all three allegations to 
be improper grounds for suspension, and is 
now in negotiations with the town to regain 
three days pay for each inspector suspended.

Do you picture yourself still in town 20 
years from now? Plan to retire here? 
Well, the decisions you make at the next 
few April town meetings may significant- 
ly shape the services that will be avail- 
able to you, or whether you'll be able to 
still afford to live in Andover. 

Believe it or not, these may be the good 
old days residents will fondly recall in a 
couple of decades. 

Clearly, the town has no shortage of 
current problems: there are complaints 
about parking, the health of the down- 
town, the interminable high school 
expansion project and places for youth 
activities. 

But in general, business is booming, 
and that growth has helped Andover pay 
for new programs and positions. While 
the constraints of Proposition 24 allow 
budget increases of only 2.5 percent a 
year without new tax revenue, Andover 
has been able to increase its budget by 
more than twice that limit for the past 
several year’s, because of new growth. 

That spending pace shows no sign of 
slowing. The town is currently consider- 
ing huge capital projects, including con- 
struction of a new middle school, a new 
senior center and potentially a youth cen- 
ter, while expanding its fire and police 
Station and the number of its playing 
fields. And that doesn’t count major 
sewer projects in the works. 

But what happens when the boom 
busts, either because of so-called “build 
out” (no more room to grow) or an eco- 
nomic downturn? 

Will taxpayers, particularly those on a 
fixed income, be saddled with ballooning 
bills they can’t afford? 

Officials say no, in theory, because of 
Proposition 2%. 

But even if all the major capital pro- 
jects ground to a halt, the town’s operat- 
ing budget could easily be large enough 
to require increases greater than 2.5 per- 
cent just to maintain the same services. 

Residents would then face potentially 
painful decisions, says Finance Commit- 
tee member Joanne Marden: Either they 
will have to vote an override, or they'll 
have to significantly cut services that 
people are used to receiving. 

This is significant because some of the 
capital improvement projects the town is 
considering could force the budget to 
grow more than 2.5 percent just to pay for 
salaries and maintenance costs. 

“We may be able to afford the capital 
expenditures, but will we be able to afford 
the operating expenses later on?” asks 
Planning Committee Chairman Michael 
Miller. “When you’re going to spend the 
money, you have to think it through all 
the way.” 

Marden says it concerns her when 
people see growth and get lots of ideas 
about all the things the town can do with 
increasing tax revenues. 

“If we start planning those things and 
go ahead with them even if we don’t have 
enough to continue to fund them,” says 
Marden, “we'll run into a problem as a 
community.” 

Both Marden and Miller focus on 
future operating budgets as the crux of

“These are things that really need to 
be looked at,” says Miller. “You should do 
things when you have (money) available, 
but you have to be careful to study all the 
impacts.” 

While there is still time to do it, 
Andover has not yet studied some of the 
ways 1998's potential decisions on major 
capital projects will affect the future. 
‘Miller says a study has been done on 
residential growth versus commercial 
growth to see how these types of growth 
affect the need for increased services, and 
therefore town spending. But results are 
not yet available. 

The Finance Committee does not 
know of an Andover study that analyzes 
how growth in industrial revenues 
relates to the budget, projected spending, 
and the undertaking of various capital 
projects, says Marden. 

But she says a study definitely will be 
done before the town funds any of the 
larger projects being proposed. 

“It’s not as if we’ve been negligent. A 
lot of these plans, in the last year or so, 
have just been approved,” she says. “I 
think the issues you're bring up are 
going to be important to this town as it 
looks at these projects.” 

Marden also discusses what may seem 
to be a matter of common sense. The 
more buildings the town adds, the more 
people it needs to staff them and main- 


tain them. With salary increases guaran- 
teed in most contracts, and the fact that it 
costs more to maintain a building as it 
gets older, it may be hard for taxpayers in 
the future to fund everything currently 
being proposed. : 

But if the town set priorities now, it 
might avoid having to choose what estab- 
lished programs it must cut in the future. 

“AS a committee we have to be careful 
in our planning about the revenue we'll 
have available — and it’s hard to plan 
that many years in the future,” says Mar- 
den. “Each of the things that’s being pro- 
posed now has significant long-term con- 
sequence for the community. You have to 
be careful you’re not growing more than 
you can sustain.” 


Today, tomorrow 

Economically, things look good right 
now. Andover’s tax base has grown 
enough that in three of the last four years 
the budget has been able to increase 
about 6 percent. Some of this growth has 
paid for new services. 

And Andover’s growth is perhaps the 
main reason Moody’s Municipal Credit 
Report gave Andover its impressive Aal 
rating at the end of 1996. 

According to analyst Ditmar Kopf, 
“The upgrade from Aa to Aal reflects the 
town’s substantial and growing tax base 
combined with conservative debt-man- 
agement policies and well-managed

finances.” (emphasis added) 

But a change in the economy can 
quickly end growth and put the town in a 
position like it was in the early 1990s. Or 
major businesses can decide to move. For 
this reason, Marden says that debt pay- 
ment schedules assume that no growth 
will take place. 

“Growth is really tied into the econo- 
my and it’s hard to predict how long the 
economy will continue to grow,” says 
Miller. “I think we've seen with 
Raytheon (Andover’s largest taxpayer 
that is closing facilities elsewhere) — 
maybe we've been saved — but those 
kinds of things can happen. 

“Tt doesn’t seem at the moment that 
there are any indications it will slow,” he 
says. “But we’re probably starting to say, 
‘How many more industrial sites in the 
area are there?” 

In other words, even if the economy 
continues strong forever, at some point 
Andover will run out of land. How much 
land is left for new business now? 

“Not an awful lot,” says Conservation 
Commission Chairman Robert Pustell. 
“The stuff that’s already in process is 
going to pretty well use everything up.” 

Pustell and Miller can both think of a 
handful of sites left for big new business 
developments, but that’s about it. 

“T think we're very limited. If you look 
at the residential side, we had only 49 
new houses last year. Residential growth 
has slowed down,” says State Represen- 
tative Barry Finegold. “We’ve had a 
boom in commercial growth, but there’s 
only so much space left. 

“I just don’t see another part of town 
that can go through a boom. What we’re 
seeing on River Road is really the last of 
the (big growth). Where else do you go?” 

Clearly land to support growth is dis- 
appearing. But there’s no doomsday men- 
tality, because the potential problems 
still seem far in the future. 

Finegold says build-out is still at least 
five to 10 years away. After that, both he 
and Miller expect many more years of 
developers combining lots and better 
using existing land and facilities to make 
the most of space and opportunity. 

It won’t be until all of these avenues 
are exhausted that Andover will truly be 
without growth. And that may not be for 
two decades. 

“Once that happens we'll live in a very 
expensive town and you'll see our taxes 
become significantly higher,” says Fine. 
gold. “That I don’t see for another 20 to 25 
years.” 

For now Finegold sees a good balance 
between a few dozen large houses and 
lots of new businesses.” 

“There’s definitely more money com- 
ing into the town’s coffers from growth 
than there is going out paying for schools 
and things of that nature (that are needed 
due to expansion),” he says. 

But obviously the decisions to build 
today can have an effect on taxes later. A 
healthy debate for the town may be what 
its priorities are and what it can sustain. 

Yet building things today won’t neces- 
sarily mean a big hit to taxpayers after 
build-out, says Miller. He makes a careful 
distinction between the future effects of

Cohen says she would seek to 
assume a mediating role on the 
board, since her skills as a facilita- 
tor in many professional capacities 
would serve the board well, she 
says. 

Her top priorities are achieving 
quality education, properly manag- 
ing changes in Education Reform 
and improving communication 
between the board and the public. 

“The stakeholders in these issues

New High School schedule may 
Spur another round of negotiating

Andover teachers may be renegotiating 
their contract for the second time during this 
school year, as the schedule is set for Andover 
High School students, es 

High School Principal Ellen Parker 
announced Monday that she chose a four-by- 
four alternate day schedule for September, 
1998, where all classes would be about 82 min- 
utes long, and most would be Offered every 
other day all year long. 

Parker chose the alternate day schedule as 
one of four scheduling options after meetings 
with parents of the School Council. 

The rejected options included the radical 
block four-by-four “semesterized” design that 
is in place this year, and was the chosen 
Schedule of 88 percent of the faculty, says 
teacher's union head Tom Meyers. 


Meyers says he plans to take the issue 
before the School Committee. The agreement - 


that amended the teachers’ contract this year 
to accommodate radical block i 


ends at the end of the school year, Meyers _ 


Says, and any new schedule would have to be 
renegotiated. 

He insists the need to renegotiate would 
have occurred even if the teachers got the 
schedule they wanted. 

After the meeting, School Committee 
member Skip Eccles said

Indeed, the School Committee made 
its intentions clear more than a year ago, 
Stated publicly at the 1996 Annual Town 
Meeting that its hope was to proceed 
with a grades 5-8 middle school, and has 
held several public meetings seeking 
input on the proposed new school since 
then. :

McGovern 
exhales at 
Harshbarger 


Andover’s gubernatorial candi- 
date Patricia McGovern believes her 
chief opponent, Attorney General 
Scott Harshbarger, is vulnerable on 
an issue where his supporters think | 
he is strong — tobacco. 

Harshbarger was one of 39 aitor- 
neys general to approve a national 
settlement with the tobacco industry 
worth about $368 billion. The AGs 
called the settlement a victory for 
consumers, but it has been contro- 
versial from the moment it was 
announced, and McGovern, at a 
press conference Tuesday in Boston, 
called it a “give away.” 

‘“The settlement Scott Harshbarg- 
er helped negotiate gives away the 
right of every man, woman and child 
in Massachusetts to join in a class- 
action suit against Big Tobacco,” she 
said. 

McGovern, a former state senator 
from Lawrence who chaired the Sen- 
ate Ways and Means Committee, said 
the agreement was flawed in numer- 


the industry, allow the FDA to regu- 
late nicotine and cigarettes; reduce 
youth smoking more quickly; allow 
States greater authority to restrict 
smoking; and eliminate a proposal to 
exempt tobacco from anti-trust pro- 
visions. 

In short, she says the settlement 
reflects a pattern of Harshbarger giv- 
ing too much for too little in return. 

Harshbarger spokesman Dwight 
Robson dismissed the criticism, say- 
ing McGovern “doesn’t know what 
she’s talking about.” 

State Rep Barry Finegold says he 
hasn’t taken a position on the settle- 
ment, since he hasn’t followed the 
national debate. “We’ve got smoke- 
free restaurants in Andover,” he 
says, “and we've finally got the State- 
house to be smoke free. Those are the 
issues I’ve concentrated on.” 

But McGovern is not the only crit- 
ic of the settlement. Fifth District 
Congressman Martin Meehan of 
Lowell has also said the settlement 
gives too much to the industry and 
too little to its victims. oo

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Lt. Enos named acting chief

Richard W. Enos, the Andover Police 
Department’s senior lieutenant, has been 
named acting chief of the department until a 
permanent replacement for outgoing chief 
James Johnson is named. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski said this 
week he hopes to bring an appointment to the 
Board of Selectmen for approval by March 9. 
The candidates, all officers on the local force, 
include Lt. Phillip E. Froburg, 50; Sgt. Brian J. 
Pattulo, 39; Sgt. Thomas F. Siopes; and Sgt. 
Kevin J. Winters. 

Stapcezynski, who said he wanted an officer 
running the department who is not a candidate 
for chief, made the announcement Monday, 
and presented it to the Board of Selectmen that 
evening, where it was approved 4-0, with 
Selectman Bill Downs abstaining. The appoint- 
ment was effective yesterday, Wednesday. 

Downs said he had no problem with Enos’ 

qualifications or character. “It’s just that the 
logic of this appointment escapes me,” he said. 
.» Enos, a veteran with more than 30 years on 
the force, will be in charge of the department 
for barely six weeks, if the chief selection 
process remains on schedule. 

He said briefly on Wednesday that he antic- 
ipated “nothing dramatic” in his tenure. 

Meanwhile, as the process for the selection 
of a new chief gets under way, the rumor mill 
was cranking into high gear this week. 

According to one report, the screening com- 

mittee to select the new chief was already in 
place, and had obvious partisan ties, including 
one close friend and colleague of Selectman 
Larry Larsen, an educational colleague of 
Selectmen Chairman Jerry Silverman and a 
close friend of Stapezynski. 
_., But all three not only deny the rumor, but 
say they will do everything in their power to 
ensure that the process is not tainted by even 
the appearance of partisanship. 

“That’s (the rumor) a crock, and you can 
quote me,” Larsen says, adding that he doesn’t 
even know who will be doing the screening. 
“That’s the town manager’s show,” he says. 

Silverman, noting that “there is no commit- 
tee” yet, says if those Stapczynski chooses to 
screen the applicants include anybody he 
knows, “I will have that person eliminated. 
There’s no way there’s going to be anyone on 
that committee that I know.”

Capital improvements and the effects of those 
items that add to the operating budget. 

“Bottom line is, at some point, there’s not 
additional houses and not additional business 
because there’s not enough land or because of 
the market. But I think that means you can’t 
sustain the kind of budgets that we have,” he 
says. 

Miller suggests “taking advantage now” 
with projects such as sidewalks “because you 
can afford them now.” 

This may be the crux of the debate at the 
next few town meetings — whether or not to 
spend money on large items because we may 
not be able to afford to maintain them. 

“But you want to do things that aren’t going 
to significantly (grow) the operating budget,” 

-he says. “You have to make smart decisions 
now,” Miller says.

Monday night, Silverman publicly asked 
Stapezynski to make sure that those on the 
screening committee were not known to the 
selectmen. 

The rumor may have gotten started based 
on the consultants Stapczynski has hired — 
Mark Morse and Chuck Hale of MMA Consult- 
ing — to oversee the selection process but not 
to assess the candidates. 

The manager says he knows them, but does 
not expect to know the “assessors” they will 
choose. 

The actual screening process is called an 
“assessment center,” he says, and will include 
three people from out of the area. “They will 
come from a distance, and they will not know 
the candidates,” Stapczynski Says, adding that 
they might even go out of state for some of the 
assessors. 

The consultants will be coming to town 
tomorrow, Friday, to conduct focus groups 
with town officials and other “prominent” peo- 
ple in town, department heads, the police 
union and the candidates for chief themselves. 

“The idea is to get to know the issues, to find 
out what the town wants,” he says. “Then they 
will take that and administer a test that will 
include things like role playing, simulations 
and case studies.” 

The assessors themselves, he says, will 
include a police professional, an “organization- 
al development person” in the human 
resources field, and a town or city manager. 
The goal, he says, is to have the actual assess- 
ments take place Monday and Tuesday, Feb. 23 
and 24, and for him to make an appointment 
(subject to approval by selectmen) by March 9. 

“Right now, we're on track to do that,” he 
said.

Does anyone out there have a crys- 
tal ball? If you’re a stock market 
investor, you may wish you did. 
Everyone is wondering how 1998 
returns will compare to the spectacu- 
lar returns of 1997. The past year end- 
ed a three-year run of double-digit 
Overall returns. The Dow Jones Indus- 
trial Average closed its books for the 
year with an increase of 22.6 percent.* 
The Standard & Poor 500 boasted a 
return of 31 percent.* Index funds were 
among the most popular investments 
of the year because their returns were 
terrific and they didn’t require an 
advisor to maintain the portfolio. 

But can investors continue to get 
such easy returns throughout 1998, or 
will it take a professionally managed 
portfolio to even approach a 20 percent 
return this year? 

To help local readers with their 
investment planning, the Townsman 
approached a group of local financial 
advisors and asked them to forecast 
the upcoming year. 

All said they expected the growth of 
the past year to slow considerably, but 
some felt a 20 percent return was still 
possible if investors managed their 
portfolios carefully. A few recommend- 
ed that investors avoid the Asian mar- 
ket by investing in large capitalized 
companies that are rooted domestical- 
ly but have expanded overseas. 

The Asian stock markets were the 
only black spots on a canvas of other- 
wise spectacularly bright and bold col- 
ors. They plummeted more than 70 
percent in U.S. dollar terms* last year. 
One fateful day last October left 
investors gasping as the Dow dropped 
an unprecedented 554.26* points in one 
day. That amounted to a 10 percent 
market correction, which most 
investors viewed as a buying opportu- 
nity. Instead of panicking, investors 
began pouring more money into secu- 
rities, and the market soared again 
within a short time. 

Can it possibly continue? No one

Stabile or falling interest rates, which 
the economy is currently experienc- 
ing, usually bode well for the market.

If Bill Ryan were 
allowed to utter only 
two words of advice to 
investors, they would be “don’t panic.” 

Ryan predicts a ten-percent market 
correction sometime within the com- 
ing year, but he also forecasts that 
investors will enjoy a 10 to 12 percent 
return on their investments. 

He advises investors is to stay away 
from media forecasters who “get paid 
to incite panic.” 

“Investors who listened to media 
personalities lost money because they 
turned to banks which traditionally 
pay approximately one-third of what 
the stock market pays. The media 
yells ‘fire’ and vulnerable people are 
the ones who get hurt. You are better 
off to buy and hold, and then tweak 
your holdings stock by stock.” 

According to Ryan three key factors 
are responsible for the market’s out- 
standing performance for 1997: (1) the 
United States economy is in a 
“Goldilocks” period of being not too 
hot and not too cold, meaning that it is 
moving at optimum speed to avoid the 
bookend eroders of inflation and reces-

How investors did 
| during 1997 is all rela- 
tive to what they 
invested in, according 
to Lawrence J. Ardito, CPA. People 
who purchased shares in growth funds 
Saw returns that averaged in the high 
teens to low twenties, he noted, while 
conservative or risk adverse bond 
investors, experienced returns in the 
low teens. 

Over the next 12 months investors 
will need to look for industry sectors 
that are growing faster than the stock 
market, Ardito Suggests, because the 
Overall market return may be flat. 
However, certain sectors such as man- 
aged health, biotechnology and high 
technology may offer higher returns, 
he speculates. 

Ardito says he advocates dollar cost 
averaging — a means of investing a set 
dollar amount in a fund on an ongoing 
monthly basis. Over time, as share 
prices fluctuate, the average cost of the 
share price may be lower than if the 
shareholder were to purchase all of the 
shares at one time. 

Ardito’s motto, he Says, is slow and 
Steady wins the race — as long as you 
continue to put in money, over time 
you'll have growth.

The stock market is 
up due to low interest 
rates and a strong 
economy. This is the 
short and sweet analy- 
sis of Daniel Hanley. 


It’s all intertwined. The strong econ- 
omy leads to low unemployment rates, 
he says. With interest rates down, peo- 
ple are spending and investing more. 
Even the decreasing federal deficit 
leads to tax decreases, giving people 
more spending power. 


Hanley promotes growth and 
income funds for most investors. “On 
the whole, they’re not as risky and they 
give you more ‘bang for the buck,” he 
says. 


He believes that 1998 will be a good 
year for investing as long as interest 
rates stay low. He acknowledges that 
there will be “choppy” periods for the 
market due to the effects of the Asian 
market, but sees a 20 percent return on 
investments as a possibility.

= In 1983 when 
Ronald Hill decided to 
make a career change 
f from editing textbooks 
on economics to becoming a financial 
planner, he didn’t view it as much of a 
change. Both fields required him to use 
his analytical and planning skills, 
which he continues to keep sharp and 
honed today. Every one of his work- 
days begins with an hour and a half of 
reading about the economy and stock 
market. He believes that by keeping 
current, he keeps himself and his 
advice viable for his clients, 


As the principal of Baystate Finan- 
cial Services, Hill advises investors on 
how to achieve Steady and careful 
growth. He is bullish on the stock mar- 
ket for the coming year, but predicts 
that it will not offer the same unprece- 
dented appreciation of the past three 
years. 


“We feel certain the market wil] do 
well this year, but probably earnings 
will be only about two-thirds as good as 
last year,” he maintains. 


From 1995 through 1997, investors 
didn’t have to try hard in order to 
make money, says Hill. It was essen- 
tially a “no-brainer” to pour money 
into an index fund, and watch it grow. 
1998 will present a greater challenge. 
Hill believes it will be important to bal- 
ance the growth mutual funds that are 
popular today with value funds — those 
which hold securities in companies 
that are undervalued such as semi-con- 
ductor and high technology funds. 

He also promotes funds which hold 
blue chip stocks because, historically, 
they have outperformed other securi- 
ties. 


“In the last ten to 15 years, they have 
gone down only 5 percent in their 
worst years,” he explains. “Blue chip 
securities should always be a part of 
any portfolio,” he adds, pointing out 
that companies such as Ford and Coca- 
Cola provide an international orienta- 
tion to investing because they do busi- 
ness abroad. They also help to stabilize 
a fund because they have quarterly div- 
idends, which get reinvested, thereby 
increasing share balance. 


Small to mid-sized companies will 
also do better over the coming year and 
out-perform the index funds, predicts 
Hill. He attributes his forecast to the 
excellent state of the economy, which 
will provide a favorable atmosphere 
for smaller companies because interest 
rates are down and corporate earnings 
are up. 


1998 stock market investing

| “Most of my clients 
did very well in 1997,” 
says Charles K. Erban. 
“They earned between 20 and 30 per- 
cent*on their investments. But by mid- 
year we began to focus on a more con- 
servative approach because, over the 
last six months, gains were flat. Most 
of the growth came during the first half 
of the year. 

“We believe in holding onto the 
gains,” he continues, “so we moved 
some of our clients — those who may 
need their money within the next three 
to four years - to high yield bond 
funds.” 

Once known as junk bonds, these 
non-investment grade bonds now com- 
prise the high yield market. According 
to Erban, in today’s market, they pro- 
vide a relatively “safer harbor” against 
the market’s volatility, often yielding 
between 8 and 10 percent. 

For 1998, Mr. Erban Says he’s 
focussing on quality companies and 
Staying away from the foreign market- 
place. 

“If people want to invest in foreign 
markets, they should invest in quality 
companies such as Gillette and McDon- 
ald’s,” he suggests, Many U.S. compa- 
nies have expanded Overseas but 
remain rooted in the domestic econo- 
my. Foreign companies contain too 
many unknown variables, Mr. Erban 
opines. 

“We don’t know the economic cli- 
mate, the foreign climate or the politi- 
cal climate in other countries,” he 
points out. “I don’t want one of my 
clients turning on the TV some morn- 
ing and finding out that a(n Overseas) 
market hasn’t opened.” 

For more conservative investors, 
Mr. Erban recommends large, quality, 
domestic companies. For more aggres- 
Sive investors he Suggests communica- 
tions and health-related stocks and 
funds. 

“These are areas where the stocks 
may have substantial gyrations in the 
market,” he explains, “but over the 
long run, they’ll do well.”

and penalty-free after five years and 
age 59 1/2. Also, you never have to 
take money out, as in a traditional 
IRA. So, it can continue to compound, 
even after age 70 1/2. After the account 
has been open for 5 years, you can 
withdraw up to $10,000 (from contribu- 
tions and earnings) penalty-free and 
tax-free for the purchase of a primary 
residence. 


Q. And what are the disadvan- 
tages? 

A. First, if you earn more than 
$160,000 per year (joint tax filer) or 
$110,000 per year (single tax filer), a 
Roth IRA is not a viable option for 
you. Next, a little known fact is that 
currently in Massachusetts, the inter- 
est earnings on Roth IRA accounts are 
not free from state income tax. This 
hefty 12% tax is not attractive. Howev- 
er, a bill is currently pending before 
the Massachusetts Legislature which 
would make Roth IRA earnings state 
income tax free. The chances are very 
good that this bill will pass soon. And 
lastly, Roth IRA contributions are not 
deductible. 


Q. Is it a good idea to switch your 
old IRA to a Roth IRA?

A. That depends very largely on the 
individual client, his or her age, tax 
bracket and financial goals. Please 
consult your tax and financial advis- 
ers carefully before making this deci- 
sion.

Looking back at 1997 

The bulls kept on running in 1997 as 
the stock market continued its incredi- 
ble journey upward with yet a third 
year in a row of double digit returns. 
The Dow Jones climbed 22.6 percent, 
the Standard & Poor (S&P) 500 gained 
31 percent, and the NASDAQ climbed 
21.6 percent. Based on these numbers 
you could say that the stock market 
was good to many investors. 


But investors still needed nerves of 
steel to overcome the volatility that 
always seemed to appear just as one 
became comfortable with the Bullish 
trend. This was most evident in Octo- 
ber when the market dropped over 500 
points. All was recovered by year-end, 
but the investors’ nerves were frayed. 
To be a successful investor, one has to 
keep a long-term view of the stock mar- 
ket.

However, the problems in the 
Asian markets, if it lasts, could be a 
weight on the domestic markets. The 
trend still appears to be up but the ride 
does not look like it will be smooth. 
Any negative news causes an instant 
emotional response from investor and 
therefore a great deal of volatility. We 
can all agree that we are headed for 
unknown territory. So fasten your 
seatbelts, invest for the long term and 
enjoy the ride. A new adventure 
begins!

of investors. Their structure helps 
provide protection from the impact of 
inflation, offers access to funds in cas- 
es of emergencies and helps avoid the 
probate process for beneficiaries. 

Unlike currently taxable mutual 
funds or Certificates of Deposit, vari- 
able annuities offer tax-deferred com- 
pounding. Money put into the vari- 
able annuity earns a return, money 
otherwise paid in taxes earns a 
return, and those returns can be left 
in the annuity to grow tax-deferred. 

Variable annuities also offer tax- 
free transfers among various underly- 
ing fund options. 

“In one hypothetical situation, our 
calculations show that $10,000 put 
into a tax-deferred investment for 20 
years, at an assumed rate of earnings 
of 10 percent, would grow to more 
than $50,000, even after 28 percent of 
earnings are subtracted for taxes at 
the end of the 20 years,” Schultz not- 
ed. 

“However, if taxes are paid each 
year, the same original $10,000 grows 
to a significantly lower amount — 
about $40,000. Of course, this is just 
an example, and actual returns could 
be higher or lower,” Schultz added. 

There is no limit to variable annu- 
ity contributions, even if individuals
